In response to the Office Action dated June 29, 2004, reconsideration of the 
present application is requested. 

It is submitted that claim 15 has been misunderstood. That claim recites that 
a cannula body has a lumen with two separate inlets. For example, the lumen 18C 
of Figs. 4A, 4B has two inlets 40 and 42. Nowhere does the Ferguson patent 
disclose or even remotely suggest to provide a lumen with two separate inlets. 
Ferguson discloses multiple lumens, but each lumen has only a single inlet. 

Providing a lumen with two separate inlets enables a stylet to be introduced 
into the lumen 18C via the inlet 42 even while the other inlet 40 of the same lumen 
18C is connected to a CPG supply line. 

It is submitted that claim 15 distinguishes patentably over Ferguson for that 
reason alone. 
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In the Official action it is asserted that a stylet can be inserted into one of 
Ferguson's lumens and fluid introduced through another of Ferguson's lumens. But 
claim 15 recites inserting a stylet through an inlet of a lumen and conducting fluid 
through a separate inlet of that lumen. The Official action seems not to have taken 
that recitation into account.
